It is a great tragedy that we had no integrated filing system avail- 
able to us, for this makes one of the major problems of retrieval of information. As 
time goes on and X forget more, or am unable to keep so much in mind, this cb comes 
mors acute. I was often reminded of this as I glanced through this file. 

For example, , a brief Schmitt note on Gaudet: I hod forgotten he had 
noted that Gaudet was the source on the Ruby painting purchse from Larry Borenstein. 

*ou have my memo on my interview with Borenstein. Bhen months ago Garrison and Moo 
both asked me to see Borenstein, first speaking to Bathell, who had gotten nothing 
from him, Tom raised so much fuss I didn't. x finally met him by accident. I wish I 
had been abld to see him alone. Someone, including strangers, was always with us. Once 
it was a friend of Thomley’ s, who I know' fairly well and do not trust, not alone 
for this reason. His name is lack Burnside. 

Digressions: Borenstein I am tcld is Trotsky’s nephew sna may possibly 
be a millionaire today. i n any event, the indications are he is Quits rich. 

From the same source, a former Day of ~igs prisoner who has been friendly, 
I learn that Geudet has seemed to be a ’’Ludftmensch", who folded his magazine last 
month. He apparently was able to get support (including financial) from Latin American 
governments and other sources enabling him to survive previous financial crises. 

Ml had not known of theigraduation of Harvey M. Hears (Times-Picayune 5/26/68) 
rrom West Point) but there are two similarly -named Gaudet s in N.C. and when you see 
the complete version of GO'JF you'll see the address of the right one. 1 have added 
much on him. There is also a second publication with the same name as his (source ibid), 
the second of the Citizens* Committee for 8 Free -'ubam Paul Bethel, editor. Formerly 
E.3.

Your 5/7/68 memo on literature distribution: par 3., there is another 
alternative, that it was physically impossible, ss if the informant were in a car, cab 
of bus.

Your reference (17H764) to Bartes: is it not interesting that he is 
not really identified? Or asked about his name in LHC(s notebooks when he was later 
reinterviewed by Wall? 

12/12/67, your thoughts about the Allen-Seott Report. They undoubtedly 
have the Senate Internal Security, House Bnamericans and FBI among their sources.

12/21/67, Unidentified man: Do I have your letters on this? If not, 

may I, please? 

12/17/67, uuigley: I s it not passing strange that there is no report 
from him on this seemingly important thing before the end of the Commission’s life? 

Is there something not here I do not now recall? Yery odd. If you have a copy of the 
- u ehrer story, I'd like to read it carefully. I know a writer by that name. He was not 
unfriendly whoa we met. In connection with this memo, you may want to recall one I 
sent you -ifier speaking to Barbara Reid about her interview with someone who knew 
Quiglet well and a comparison between this and the report Boxley wrc* e. She took 
him along. His was entirely ineaewuat-e.
